The only way headway could 
be made was by towing, and the en- 
emy attached all their boats to two 
of the frigates and succeeded in- 
gaining enough on the Constitution 
to bring their bow guns to bear up- 
on her. 
The chase continued in this way 


for two days, the frigates firing with 
their bow suns and the Constitution 
replying with her stern chasers. The 
third day a light breeze enabled the , 
Constitution to escape. 


About a month later, tired of wait- 


ing for-orders, Captain Hull set sail 
from Boston and on August 19th fell 
in with the British frigate Guerriere 
40 guns;. Captain Dacros. 


The Guerriere fired her starboard 


broadside at long range and immedi- 
ately wore around and let go her port 
broadside. Captain Hull used only his 
bow guns as lie could bring them to 
bear his plan being to wait until 
quite close before beginning serious 
action. For almost an hour this kind 
of engagement was 
continued, 
the 


Constitution avoiding a raking fire. 


Finally Hull set his light sails and 


headed straight for tho enemy and 
met her on the windward side. As 
the Constitution drew slowly ahead 
she opened'with her forward guns. It 
was hard work to restrain the re- 
mainder of the gun crews, for all 
were anxious for the fray. Finally 
the order came and the guns roared. 
In ten minutes the Gucrriere's miz- 
zenmast went by the 
board. 
Next 


went the main mast. Before a half 
hour had passed the splendid British 
ship had been reduced to a dismantl- 
ed hulk. 
The following day, the engagement 


having been ended as darkness fell, 
it was found that the Guerriere was 
so badly damaged she could not be 
saved.

SCHOOL VICTIMS. 


Looking at it from 
the 
material 


side—which is the side from which 
so many of us do look at our occu- 
pations—school-teaching is the most 
beggarly profession to require any- 
thing like the same amount of train- 
ing and ability is so ill-paid. No oth- 
er calling that is presumed to re- 
quire a considerable mental discip- 
line and development is held In such 
low regard os is so little.supported 
by public admiration. No other learn- 
ed calling except the ministry is pur- 
sued under conditions that involve 
so much humiliation, and the minis- 
ter's trials with his veatrymea 
or 


trustees are somewhat ameliorated by 
the fact that in very many cases he la 
free to take an appeal 
over 
their 


heads, whereas the local board of ed- 
ucation Is generally a supreme court 
for the teacher. 


These are not flattering things to 


say of a nation that has been declar- 
ing for a hundred years that its hope 
lay in public education. But they are 
true. 
Just now the teacher is in an ex- 


ceptionally unpleasant situation. His 
or her cost of living has gone bal- 
looning, like everybody else's. But on 
the whole there has. been only a 
feeble res-ponse on the other side of 
the ledger. The result is depletion 
of the profession. Under present con- 
ditions especially—when nearly ev- 
ery other field of activity is bidding 
eagerly for labor of nearly every sort 
—teaching looks less attractive than 
ever. 
The less attractive 
it looks 
the 


more inferior the teaching force will 
become—inevitably. Already operat- 
ing the system upon which we say 
the hope of the nation depends has 
become, for a portion of those en- 
gaged in it, a mere incidental, pin- 
money stop-gap between graduation 
and getting married. 


There is danger of its becoming 


an accepted notion that " upholding 
the hope of the nation is something 
any fairly intelligent girl can do be- 
tween dances. 


But of course the real victims are 


not the. teachers. The real victims are 
millions of prospective citizens, par,- 
ticularly in the country, -on whom 
we are palming off 
a niggardly 


swindle.—Saturday Evening Post.

The walls of the 
school building contained many ar- 
tistic pieces of needle work, etc., 
made by the students of said school, 
which was convincing evidence that 
Prof, McCutcheon and his excellent 
wife were training negro 'boys and 
negro girls along lines that would 
prove most beneficial for them. In 
well-chosen words. Prof. McCutcheon 
introduced Supt. J. E. Hickman of 
the City Schools, 
who talked 
on 


"Why, "and How We Can Help Our 
Government." 


This able white educator wasn't 


very long in making it clear that he 
was a friend to the colored race, and 
that he wouldn't leave a stone un- 
turned to give the Ada colored school 
every encouragement; he spoke in 
glowing terms of Prof. McCutcheon's 
worth as an educator, and said he 
didn't know what the colored race 
thought of Mr. McCutcheon, but the 
white people had the highest regard 
for him both as a gentleman and an 
educator.

All Oklahoma coal, with the excep- 


tion of the genuine McAlester veto in 
Pittsburg and Latlmer counties is 
now selling f. o. b. mines for $3.55 
for mine run, J4.45 for prepared sties 
and $2:85 for screenings. In May the 
price on mine run 
and 
prepared 


sizes will advance 15 cents, in June 
30 cents, In July 45 cents and 
In 


August 60 cents. 


"The early storage of coal Is not 


only a necessary government require- 
ment," Mr. Norris says, 
"but 
the 


Fuel Administration 
has arranged 


these reductions so that early buying 
is a good business investment as well. 
It is hoped that every consumer will 
lay in at least 75 per cent of his next 
winter's supply at the earliest pos- 
sible moment so that railroad cars 
and other equipment as well as the 
coal may be released for government

Owing to extremely cold weather in 


northern states the past winter, mil 
lions or crowg roosted farther south 
th»n 
ever 
before. Tha 
northward 


migration ^in February 
and 
March 


caused many persons to believe that 
Oklahoma has an unusually large num- 
ber of these pests. 


Accordl»g to Prof. C. E. Sanborn 


of the department of entomology 
Oklahoma A. & M. College at Still- 
water, there ii no reason to believe 
tfeat we will have a larger number 
of crows than in former years, There 
tai, however, been an unusually large 
amount ot damage from crowi the 
pait winter. Control moasures that 
wfll b« found effective In one part of 
the country will not always work In 
another, according to Prof. Sanborn. 
However, here are a few methods of 
combating the crow that are endorsed 
by the Biological Survey of the United 
States Department of Agriculture: 


Soak a few quarts of corn in water 


until fomewhat softened and .ecatler 
Jt over the planted field about the 
time the seod it expected to sprout 
In some localities this plan is very 
•atisfaotory. It provides the 
CTOW- 


wlth all the corn they core to eat and 
•ncouniges them to remain about the 
field and hunt wire and cut-worms. 


Another plan is to put the s?e'' 


corn in a tight vessel, moisten it w't1- 
warm water and stir in about 2 table- 
spoonfuls of coal tar to each bus''e' 
of seed. After draining the 
tarred 


corn thoroughly to remove any wate1 
remaining 
free, 
add 
ashes. 
lan< 


plaster, road dust, or any similar HKI 
tcrlal. 
After draining, spread the 


corn on a barn floor or similar sur 
face and let it remain two or three 
days, when little or no dust will be 
required, The thinner the tar thr 
better. Crows rarely pull more than 
a tew kernels of tarred corn. 


Shooting or poisoning a few crows 


oji a field and leaving them exposed 
there, almost invariably deters othei 
crows from visiting the place. The> 
are keenly alive to danger and avoid 
places and objects they suspkt to 
unwholesome. 


An effective poison for crows may 


be prepared as follows: 


Corn 
24 quarts. 


Strychnine 
1 ounce. 


Starch 
2 tablespoonfurs. 


Water 
1% pints. 


Put the starch and strychnine in the 


water and heat to boiling, stirring 
thoroughly after the starch begins to 
thicken. Pour this mixture over the 
corn and stir until every kernel is 
coated with It. Any metal dish used 
10 mix poison In may be safely cleaned 
with sop.p and water. After this corn 
Is dry it may be used Immediately or 
kept for the future, properly labeled.

JAPANESE TROOPS 


Washington, April 6.—Landing of 


Japanese naval forces at Vladivostok 
to protect life and property, was re- 
ported to the state department today 
by the American Consul there. 


The action followed an attack on 


slans, who, upon being refused mon- 
a Japanese office by five armed Rus- 


ey, killed one Japanese and wound- 
ed two others. The force landed was 
said to be small and only sufficient to 
prevent further disorders. 


It was learned officially that the 


American Government attaches no 
political significance to this incident. 
In other words, it is not regarded as 
being connected in any way with the 
much discussed possibility of Japa- 
nese Intervention in Siberia.' The 
landing party was from a Japanese 
cruiser in Vladviostok harbor. 


Since the return to Japan 
from 


Russia of Baron Uehida, the Japa- 
nese Minister to,Petrograd,.the Jap- 
anese Prime Minister has Indicated I 


clearly that Japan does not intend at 
present at least to enter Siberia in a 
military way without reference to 
the wishes of the Russian govern- 
ment unless some extreme emergency 
should arise. 


While the Bolshevik! element pre- 


dominates at the-port, It never has 
been able, to assert its authority and 
preserve order. Consequently, the at- 
tack upon the Japanese is regarded 
as indicating the existence of such a 
situation is under the general prin- 
ciples of international law, would 
not only warrant, but demand the 
active intervention of any foreign 
naval force which might be present.
